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Resolution Looking to Recognition 
of Belligerent Rights 


INTRODUCED IN THE SENATE.

It Is the First Step in the Direction of 
the Recegnition of the Island’s 
| Independence. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 29.—The Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Relations has 
agreed to report a resolution on the Cuban 
question. The resolution does not go quite 
so far as to recommend recognition, but is 
more émphatic than the extension of sym- 
pathy. 


Following is a copy of the resolution in 
full: 

“Resolved, By the Senate, the House of 
Representatives concufring, that the pres- 
ent deplorable war in the Island of Cuba has 
reached a magnitude that concerns all civ- 

_ {lfged nations to the extent that it should 
be conducted, if unhappily it is longer to 
continue,on those principles and laws of war- 
fare mat are acknowledged to be obligatory 
upon civilized nations when engaged in dpen 
hostilities, including the treatment of cap- 
tives who are enlisted in either army, due 
respect to cartels for exchange of prisoners 
and for other military purposes; truces and 
flags of truce; the provision of proper hos- 
pitals and hospital supplies and services to 
the sick and wounded of either army; be it 
further 

“Resolved, That this representation of 

. the views and opinion of Congress be sent 
to the President, and if he concurs therein 
that he will, in a friendly spirit, use the 
good offices of this Government to the end 

that Spain shall be requested to accord to 
the armies with which it is engaged in 
war the rights of belligerents as the same 
are recognized under the law of nations.” 


Mr. Morgan (D.) Alabama, from the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Retations; very promptly 
after ‘he Senate proceedings began to- 
day, reported on the resolution for the rec- 


ognition of the belligerent rights of the 
Cuban insurgents. The Senator read the 
report in full, stating that it favored action 
on a substitute resolution. 

The resolution was accompanied by a re- 
port. The report says: 

The Congress of the United States deeply 
regretting the unhappy state of hostilities 
existing in Cuba, which has again been the 
result of the demand of a large number of 
the native population of that island for its 
independence, in a spirit of respect and re- 
gard for the welfare of both countri 
earnestly desires thas the security of life an 
property and the establishmen?d of perma- 
nent peace and of a Government that is 
satisfactory to the people of Cuba, should be 
accomplished.”’ 

The reading of the resolution and report 
was followed by close attention by Senators. 

Mr. Cameron (Rep.), Pennsylvania, pre- 
sented a minority report on the Cuban res- 
olution, from the mmittee on Foreign 
Relations. Mr. Cameron’s resolution was a 
brief request on the President to interpose 
his friendly offices for the recognition of 
the independence of Cuba. The report re- 
viewed the course of President Grant dur- 
ing the former Cuban revolt, in seeking to 
secure the independence of Cuba. 

„And to the extent that the people of Cuba 
are seeking the rights of local self-gov- 
ernment for domestic purposes, the Con- 
gress of the United States expresses its 
earnest sympathy with them. The Congress 
would also welcome with satisfaction the 
concession by Spain of complete sover- 
eignty to the people of that island and 
would cheerfully give to such a voluntary 
concession the cordial support of the United 
States. 

“The near proximity of Cuba to the 
frontier of the United States and the fact 
that it is universally regarded as a part 
of the continental system .of America, 
identifies that island so closely with the 
political and commercial welfare of our 
people that Congress cannot be indifferent 
to the fact that civil war is flagrant among 
the people of Cuba.“ 

The report then sets forth that it is im- 
possible to longer overlook the fact that 
the destructive character of the war is 
doing serious harm to the rights and inter- 
ests of our people on the island and to our 
8 lawful commerce, the protection and free- 
5 dom of which is safeguarded by treaty obli- 
4 gations. It is recalled that in former wars 
of the same character as the present, the 
United States has always observed all of 
its duties towards the belligerents. This,

As our own people are drawn into this 
struggle on both sides, and enter either 
army without the consent of our Govern- 
ment and inviolation of our laws; their 
treatment when they may be wounded or 
captured, although it is not lated by 
treaty and ceases to be a positive care of 
our Government, should not be left to the 
revengeful retaliations which expose them 
to the fate of pirates or rather felons,

misfortune which it is unfair to visit upon 
the United States.

It is due,“ the report concludes, to the 
situation of affairs in Cuba that Spain 
should recognize the existence of a state of 
war in the island and should voluntarily 
accord to the armies opposed to her au- 
thority the rights of belligerents under 
the laws of nations.“ 


Following is the text of the reselution | 
reported by Senator Cameron as a ‘sub- 
stitute for the Cuban resolution reported 
by the Senate Committee on Foreign Re. 
lations: 

Resolved, That the President is hereby re- 
quested to interpose his friendly offices 
with the Spanish Government for the recog- 
nition of the independence of Cuba, 

Mr. Cameron submitted a long report upon 
the substitute, reviewing the historical part 
of the Cuban affair and the course of Grant 
during the Cuban revolt, when he was Presi- 
dent. He recites he striking contrast be- 
tween the action of Spain in recognizing the 
Confederate States during the American civil 
war and the failure to-recognize the Cuban 
insurgents as belligerents. 

The minority report also states that short- 
ly after Mr. Blaine became Secretary of 
State he sought to secure the independence 
of Cuba, but the project failed by the ab- 
solute refusal of Spain to consider the re- 
léase of her colony. 

Coming down to the present condition of 
affairs, the’ minority report declares that 
a state of war now exists in Cuba. The 
Southern Confederacy, it says. had been 
recogniz by Great Britain, France and 
a battle had been fought.

Spain hesitates now to declare a blockade 
against the Cuban ports because such a 
declaration would be equivalent to her re- 
cognition of the insurgents as belligerents.

Her naval 
marine would be authorized to call a halt 
upon ships flying the American colors, not 
only within the threé-mile limit, but any-

If Spain should see fit to say that she 
had reason to believe the vessel she might 
overhaul to be freighted with munitions of 
war for her enemies, she would be justified 
in her interference; and, so, in the event 
of the recognition of belligerency, she

DENIALS OF JUSTICE. 


At the meeting of the State Bar As- 
sociation of Illinois Judge John Barton 
Payne of Chicago said that there was a 
practical denial of justice in that city.

ods. 

When the people of the cities look to 
their courts and prosecutors and juries; 
when they put incorruptible men on the 
bench and in all the offices which con- 
cern the administration of justice; when 
they punish the rascals in office, there 
will be an end of the denial? of justice. 
And there must be a speedy end if the 
cities are to be saved from demoraliza- 
tion and anarchy.

WORK OF THE SALVATION ARMY. 


A recent editorial in the Post-Dispatch, 
asking what the Salvation.Army is doing 
in St. Louis, has had the effect of elicit- 
ing some highly gratifying information 
as to the Army’s present work in the 
city, which the Post-Dispatch takes 
pleasure in setting before its readers. 

The officers report that three years 
ago the Salvation Army had but one 
hall in St. Louis in which meetings were 
held nightly.”

The. staff 
of officers over these posts has increased 
from two to sixteen. 

During the past three months 67,544 
persons have attended the Army’s meet- 
ings in this city.

It is thought to have been one of the mete- 
oric bubbles which are sometimes seen in 
this latitude, varying in size from a hat to 
the one here mentioned, and consisting of 
a phosphorescent gas, inclosed by a thin 
film, In the year 1832 thoysands of these 
mmeotooric bubbles fall throughout this coun- 
try, and many people thought the world was 
coming to an end.

REFORM IN CHICAGO, 


Effort to Purify the Gevernment of the 
Big City. 


CHICAGO, In., Jan. 29.—Consolidation of 


the object of Judge C. C. Kohisaat, the new 
President of the Union League Club. At the 
inauguration of the officers of the club last 
night the President in his speech said: 

In the year to come I hope to give my 
influence to further legislation for civic 


reform. There are crying evils in this city 
and the club should take a hand in doing 
away with one of them. The towns of this 
city should be consolidated into one great 
city. This matter of towns is a remnant 
of the old days and ought to be abolished. 
There are other evils which we ought to 
fight, and in this interchange of thought 
in the clubs we ought to be able to accom- 
plish great ends. The other aim of the club 
should be to promulgate knowledge, so that 
the people will help to bring about the ne- 
cessary reforms.“ 

Elbridge G. Keith in his address laid stress 
on the importance of carrying out one of 
the functions of the club—thbat of exposing 
and uprooting municipal rottenness. 

‘Tammany is repeating itself here in Chi- 
cago,“ said Mr. Keith. 

“The big and little bosses are distributing 
the patronage as they please, and when one 
of us attempts to remonstrate we are told 
to mind our own business. We ought to 

lead for better men at Washington, at 

pringfield and in Chicago. This club ought 
to take up the warfare against the tax- 
dodger, the bribe-taker and the corrupter 
and bring them all to justice.” 

C. D. Roys urged the Committee on Poli- 
tical Action to be more aggressive. He told 
of a State Senator who had asked him for 
$10,000 in order to get a bill through a com- 
mittee and of another case, in Chicago, 
where he could not get an ordinance passed 
through the Council because he would not 
bribe the Aldermen. He deplored the in- 
activity of the Political Action Com- 
mittee and said there was a great field 
opened for the redemption of the city from 
the hands of the politicians. 


PLEDGED TO HARRISON. 


Indiana Central Committee Expresses

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 29.—The fol-

A New ‘York Carpeater Starving to 


Death in the Streets. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—In one of the wards 
of Bellevue Hospital is a man who was 
found last night starving in the streets. 
The physicians fear that he will die. He is 


Harris Herrmann, & years old, a homeless 
carpenter. 

At 8 p. m. a policeman found him sitting 
on the curbston@ at Seventh street and 
Avenue B. The patrolman thought at first 
that he was intoxicated, so he shook him 
and told him that he would have to move 
on. The man looked up, showi a face 
emaciated and eyes that were filled with 
tears, and said: 

“Sir, I can go no further; I have walked 
until I can no longer move.“ 

He then told the policeman that he had 
searched in vain for work, and had begged 
in vain for food. Ne had gone from house to 
house, he said, three days, begging a mouth- 
ful of food, and on every side he had met 
with the most brutal treatment and had 
been threatened with arrest unless he left 
immediately. 

In those three days, Herrmann said, he had 
no food. He had slept in hallways whenever 
he had been permitted and walked the 
streets at other times. Before the policeman 
found him, he says, he had applied at sever- 
al station houses, asking for a place to 
sleep. He was ordered to leave, as there was 
no place for him. When taken to Bellevue 
Hospital, the man was examined by the phy- 
sicians, who said there was not the slight- 
est doubt but that he was in the last stages 
of starvation. At that time Herrmann was 
too weak to speak. 


HIS OWN DBAR NATIVE LAND 


Judge Mulligan, Late of Samoa, Tells 
How Glad He Is to Get Back. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Jan. 29.—-Judge James 
H. Mulligan, United States Consul to Sa- 
moa, who returned to his home here Sat- 
urday night, was given a banquet last 
evening. At the banquet he made an ad- 


dress, the most remarkable part of which 
was as follows: 

“When I was away off on that little speck 
of land in the Pacific Ocean and looked 
across the vast stretch of sea to the storms 
that were agitating this country, I could 
see no Democrats and no Republicans. It 
was America. The English, the Germans 
and all others are against America, no mat- 
ter what the diplomats may say. I feel 
that I have learned more in the last two 
years than I have ever learned before. I 
have borne my part in the battles of poli-
